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The yelling came after the 
swarming. 

On Wednesday morning, as 
city councillors gathered inside 
city hall, a chorus of honking 
cabs began circling the building. 

The cabbies eventually shut 
down traffic on 100 Street around 
noon. Many of the cabs had signs 
that said “Safe. Reliable. Fair.” 

Their arrival came at nearly 
the exact time Uber support¬ 
ers also descended on Churchill 
Square and began picketing. 

The result was a tense mix¬ 
ture. 

“Don’t be a goober, let’s keep 
Uber,” the supporters fans shout¬ 


ed as their numbers grew. 

The cabbies, after abandoning 
their vehicles to congest down¬ 
town traffic, grabbed signs of 
their own, eventually outnum¬ 
bering the Uber crowd. 

“Uber, shame, shame! City, 
shame, shame!” they yelled. 

But as much as the two groups 
disagreed Wednesday, they also 
share a common enemy: the 
city’s proposed ride-sharing by¬ 
laws being debated inside city 
hall, which would legalize Uber 
in Edmonton. 

Cabbies don’t like that, and 
say it undercuts their business 
and creates an uneven playing 
field by allowing Uber to set its 
own rates while taxies receive 
theirs from the city. 

But Uber doesn’t like the pro¬ 
posed policy either — it claims it 
would force the ride-sharing app 
to “stop operating in Edmonton” 
by introducing what representa¬ 
tives call redundant individual 
driver registration.

Town in shock 
after girl’s murder 


Bewilderment compounded a 
small Alberta mountain town’s 
grief Wednesday as residents 
learned a young man from a 
well-liked local family stood 
charged with the murders of 
a father and his two-year-old 
daughter. 

Hailey Dunbar-Blanchette’s 
mother broke down into tears 
as she described an old friend¬ 
ship with the accused killer, 
Derek James Saretzky, saying 
she had no idea why anyone 
would want to harm her sweet 
child. 

“She was my baby,” Chey¬ 
enne Dunbar, 20, told reporters 
outside the Blair- 
more RCMP de¬ 
tachment Wed¬ 
nesday. “I don’t 
know why any¬ 
body would do 
this to her.” 

RCMP say 
Saretzky, 22, 
faces two counts 
of first-degree murder in the 
deaths of Hailey and her father 
Terry Blanchette, 27. He also 
faces one count of committing 
an indignity to a body in the 
girl’s death. 

Hailey’s body was found Tues¬ 
day evening in a rural area near 
Blairmore after her father’s 
body was discovered in their 
home in the town a day earlier. 

An Amber Alert issued after 
her father’s death beamed the 
smiling toddler’s picture across 
Western Canada and into the 
northern United States. Au¬ 
thorities launched a massive 
search in hopes of finding the 
youngster alive. News that her 
body was found came during a 
candlelight vigil meant to lend 


hope to that effort. 

Court records show Saretzky 
had recently been charged with 
breaking into a Blairmore home 
in August. 

The homeowner in that case, 
Ray MacGregor, told The Can¬ 
adian Press he was not home 
at the time of the break-in. 
But he said he heard from his 
neighbours that it happened 
overnight and some liquor was 
stolen. Someone returned the 
next day and was caught in the 
act of tiying to steal a TV. 

The Saretzky family is well- 
known in Blairmore as the 
owners of the local diy-cleaning 
business. 

A woman 
working at the 
establishment 
said Saretzky 
didn’t work 
for the busi¬ 
ness, but did 
live in a home 
behind it. Po¬ 
lice had the alley behind the 
cleaners closed off Wednesday. 

Dunbar said Saretzky was 
an old friend of hers, but they 
never dated as some reports had 
suggested. She said she hadn’t 
spoken to Saretzky in years and 
had forgotten about him. 

Blanchette has been de¬ 
scribed as a devoted single 
father. He worked as a cook 
and had many criminal convic¬ 
tions between 2010 and 2012 
for issues such as failing to ap¬ 
pear in court, evading police, 
minor theft and assault. 

Police said Saretzky and Blan¬ 
chette were acquaintances, but 
Dunbar didn’t know how they 
knew one another.

Mid wives hoping to 
‘catch’ more babies

New funding 
will expand

Kat Austring signed up for a 
midwife the day she found out 
she was pregnant. 

But, after months of being 
on a wait list, Austring only 
received confirmation she’d 
deliver her son, Sullivan, with 
a midwife after another woman 
cancelled. 

“I knew even before I was 
even pregnant that I wanted to 
have a midwife birth,” Austring 
said. “For most people, they de¬ 
cide (they want a midwife) a few 
months into their pregnancy 
and then it may be too late.” 

The wait-list situation Aus¬ 
tring faced could be set to 
change, somewhat, after the 
Alberta government announced 
Tuesday an additional $1.8 mil¬ 
lion in funding for midwives. 

The new money will allow 
for up to 400 more children to 
be born to midwives each year 
in the province, adding to the 
2,300 already born that way 
each year (for comparison, about 
54,000 births happen each year 
in hospitals). 

But while the funding an¬ 


nouncement is likely music to 
some ears, it only begins clos¬ 
ing the gap Alberta sees when 
it comes to midwife births com¬ 
pared with other provinces. 

Nicole Matheson, president 
of the Midwife Association of 
Alberta, said the ultimate goal 
is to see midwives “catch” 10 to 
15 per cent of all babies born 
in Alberta. Currently, they are 
delivering just less than five per 
cent of new Albertans; mean¬ 
while, B.C. midwives “catch” 
10 per cent and Ontario’s 17

per cent. 

“(This funding) means more 
midwives are working up to 
capacity than previously,” said 
Matheson. 


Now pregnant with her 
second child, expected in Feb- 
ruaiy, Austring said she barely 
got a spot booked to have a 
midwife for the birth. 

She said she decided she 
didn’t want to give birth in a 
hospital after doing a nursing 
practicum in a labour and de- 
liveiy ward. 

“Many of the nurses took 
charge and did not offer moth¬ 
ers the support and choices that 
were available to them,” she 
said.

Taylor Clark, a lawyer defending 
taxi brokers' livelihood and 
seeking an injunction against 
"unfair and unlawful" competi¬ 
tion brought on by Uber, told 
council Wednesday its pro¬ 
posed bylaw would "radically 
change longstanding policy." 

Defending the legacy busi¬ 
ness model, Clark told coun¬ 
cil the proposed bylaw would 
"allow an unlimited number of 
so-called private transportation 
providers" to compete against 
regular taxis. 

He said the bylaw needs a 
clause to limit the number of 
vehicles, as excess capacity 
could lead to "destructive 
competition," and "predatory" 
pricing. 

"Taxies are especially vul¬ 
nerable to over supply," Clark 
said. "Unless the number of 
participants is limited, it is im¬ 
possible for anyone to make a 
living wage in the taxi industry." 

Additionally, Clark explained 
that taxies have invested in li¬ 
censes and plates, and it would

be unfair to "pull the rug out 
from these people" by allowing 
others to offer a similar service 
without that investment. 

Uday Kumar, general man¬ 
ager of Co-Op Taxi, said a major 
problem with the ride sharing 
bylaw is that it holds compan¬ 
ies like Uber to a more lenient 
standard. 

There is no requirement for 
central dispatch, no manda¬ 
tory safety features like the 
city legislated upon cabs, and

Policy manager of Uber Can¬ 
ada Michael Van Hemmen 
told council amendments to 
the proposed bylaw were ne¬ 
cessary, or else "Uber would 
be unable to continue oper¬ 
ating in Edmonton." 

He called the bylaw a "step 


in the right direction," but 
its restrictions would make 
ride sharing "less safe, and 
not viable." 

His suggested amend¬ 
ments included licensing 
rideshare companies, in this 
case Uber, rather than indi¬ 
vidual drivers as the bylaw 
states. 

This change, according to 
Van Hemmen, would allow 
the city access to a data¬ 
base of driver's background

checks, insurance and other 
requirements. 

If any of the requirements 
are out of date or access is 
withdrawn, the driver instant¬ 
ly loses the ability to accept 
rides. 

"In contrast, a registration 
system relying on paper li¬ 
censes from the city can lead 
to unauthorized drivers to be 
posing as legitimate service 
providers without being dis¬ 
covered," he said. 

He also explained that buy¬ 
ing licenses would discour¬ 
age drivers from participat¬ 
ing, and fewer drivers would 
mean Uber's average four- 
minute response time in Ed¬ 
monton would climb. 

"Prices would increase, 
wait times would swell," he 
said. 

"The combined negative 
impact on drivers and riders 
makes individual registration 
fees unworkable." 

The bylaw proposal also 
leaves background checks 
and vehicle inspections to 
the discretion of the city man¬ 
ager—Van Hemmen would 
rather see it regulated ex¬ 
plicitly. 

"Edmonton would not be 
taking a risk by adopting 
these measures," he said.

$2-billion surplus,” Harper said, 
touting his own government’s 
surplus, which was officially 
announced this week. 

Harper said cratering oil 
prices are certainly part of the 
problem, but he blamed the 
NDP, as well. 

“There’s a recession because 
oil prices have fallen by half, 
and the recession has been 
made worse because the NDP 


government came in and fol¬ 
lowed up by raising taxes on 
everybody.” 

Ceci said he was compelled to 
come out and correct the record. 

“The statements aren’t true. 
We are taking actions in this 
province to put us back into 


sound fiscal shape,” he said. 

He said the government is 
crafting a budget that will se¬ 
cure the province’s fiscal future 
and move the province off its 
reliance on oil. 

“We’re in the situation we’re 
in because previous conserva¬ 


tive government both federal 
and in this province, didn’t take 
steps,” he said. 

The election is set for October 
19 and Ceci said when it’s over 
he expects he will have a strong 
working relationship with what¬ 
ever party takes power. 


“They’re in a campaign and 
they’re tiying to fight for their 
lives, so once all of the dust is 
settled this government will 
work with whoever is in Ot¬ 
tawa and we’ll move the agenda 
forward.”

The tape of the private Catholic 
School Board meeting is grainy 
but the words said by the Cath¬ 
olic Father are, at least to one 
woman, rather clear. 

“Children are given many 
opportunities as they progress 
and grow in life,” says Father 
Dean Dowle, as the mother of 
a seven-year-old transgender girl 
sits across from him, discussing 
her daughter’s gender transition 
and how the Edmonton Catholic 
Board is — or is not — going to 
accommodate it. 

The discussion about the girl 
has, to this point in the audio, 
been amicable. The mother has 
told her daughter’s stoiy—how, 
as soon as she could speak, she 
said she was a girl, and how, after 
being bulbed, she cried and said 
she was trapped in a boy’s body. 

Dowle then offers a thought: 
This is a large decision for a sev¬ 
en-year-old to make. Then, he 
offers another. 

“I’m just wondering,” he con¬ 
tinues, “what are some of the 
disciplinaiy measures that are 
provided at home? Provisions, 
parameters, boundaries.” 

The mother remains calm, but 
doesn’t back down. “Father, may 
I ask you when you knew you 
were a boy?” she asks. 


“There’s no difference with 
my chbd.” 

The implication made by 
Dowle at the Januaiy meeting, 
the mother told Metro Wednes¬ 
day after sharing the audio, was 
that her daughter’s gender trans¬ 
gender identity could be disci¬ 
plined away. 

It suggested, the mother says, 
that if she were to just give her 
child gendered “parameters” to 
think inside of, “then she won’t 
be lbce this.” 

The mother, who will remain 
anonymous to protect her daugh- 
ter’s identity, had asked for the 
meeting, one day after a doctor 
had diagnosed her daughter with 
gender dysphoria and told the 
mother he’d “never seen” a girl 


so sure of her gender, according 
to the mother. 

In the room were members 
of the board’s “Commitment to 
Inclusive Communities Team” — 
Chris Cicchini, Dave Zacharlco, 
Robert Martin, the girl’s teacher 
and her school’s principal (detabs 
Metro is withholding to ensure 
the girl remains anonymous), 
as well as the mother, father

“We shouldn’t have to. My 
daughter’s friends and family all 
support her. I shouldn’t have to 
uproot her because a few close- 
minded people want her to go,” 
she says. 

She adds that she feels the 
school board is hoping she’ll pub 
her daughter from the school. 

“I’ve come close, but I 
wouldn’t stop my fight, even if 
I did (pub her out).”

After a hot-tempered Catholic 
school board meeting failed to 
pass a pohcy for transgender stu¬ 
dents, former Minister of Educa¬ 
tion Thomas Lukaszuk cabed out 
his successor Tuesday evening. 

“This is actually the first op¬ 
portunity for our current Minis¬ 
ter of Education (David Eggen) 
to step in — not in a week, not 
in a month, but frankly tomor¬ 
row,” he said. 

Wednesday morning, Eggen 
responded. 

“I was monitoring the situa¬ 
tion veiy closely with the Ed¬ 
monton Catholic School board 
meeting last night and I am veiy 
disturbed to see what has been 
going on,” Eggen told media. 

He explained that some com¬ 
ments made by trustees were 
“entirely inappropriate and did 
not contribute to the resolution 
of the issue.” 

Mami Panas, a transgender 
woman who was consulted in 
the pohcy draft, wrote an open 
letter asking Eggen to “address 
this issue by imposing an appro¬ 
priate pohcy or (dissolving) the 
ECSD Board.” 

Reporters pressed Eggen to 
see if dissolution was going to 
be his response. 

He responded that he is aware 
it is within his power, but that 
the situation “can be resolved 
and turned around by having a 
mature dialogue” about the re- 
sponsibihty of the school board 
to ensure ab students have a safe 
learning environment. 

Eggen also said although the 
meeting was disturbing, the 
board hasn’t crossed a bne by 
deferring the policy to the Octo¬ 
ber 15 meeting — and he would 
participate in discussions leading 
up to that meeting to ensure a 
pohcy is eventually put in place. 

“I have lots of mechanisms at 
my disposal to escalate if people 
don’t get their acts together.”

Nine of the region’s mayors have 
come together to come up with 
a plan for the future of the Ed¬ 
monton area. 

The Metro Mayors Alliance 
was announced Tuesday as a 
partnership between the mayors 
of Leduc, Leduc County, Strath- 
cona County, Sturgeon County, 
Edmonton, Fort Saskatchewan, 
Parkland County and St. Albert. 

The group’s first step has been 
to assign a group of panel lead¬ 
ers to figure out what stands in 
the way of the region’s success. 

“We’re among the fastest 
growing regions in Canada and 
this brings in a host of challen¬ 
ges,” said Leduc Mayor Greg 
Krischlce. “It’s incumbent on us 
to work together to get ahead 
of the challenges.” 

Don Lowry, EPCOR’s former 
CEO, will lead the panel of com¬ 
munity leaders. “The mayors 
have asked us to be future fo¬ 
cused, to be frank and to be 
thought-provoking. I am confi¬ 
dent we’re up to this challenge.” 

He said the goal is to ensure 
the region succeeds. 

Mayor Don Iveson said cur¬ 
rent thinking won’t keep the 
area competitive when it comes 
to attracting jobs and indus¬ 
try. He said the nine mayors 
involved all see the problem 
and are coming together to ad¬ 
dress it. 

“This comes about as the re¬ 
sult of a lot of diplomacy and 
relationship buildings that a lot 
of us have been doing,” he said. 

The cost of the initiative is 
budgeted at $600,000 with all 
nine communities contributing.

While shoppers and diners have 
eagerly flocked to the area, the 
124 Street Business Association 
believes it’s time city planners 
came to the street. 

Jeff McLaren, the business 
association’s executive director, 
said they want to see a new re¬ 
development plan for the area 
that would update a lot of old 
zoning rules. 

“There are three separate 
plans that guide what happens 
on the street and they’re respect¬ 
ively 38 years old, 30 years old 
and 17 years old,” he said. 

McLaren said a string of large 
towers that have been approved 
for the area are a clear sign 
people want to build here, but 
there needs to be a broader vi¬ 
sion guiding the area. 

“All the development is be¬ 
ing done ad-hoc and in isola¬ 
tion,” he said. “We’re not anti¬ 
development; we are actually 
pro-development and we want 
it dictated from the community.” 

The area has seen several 
large towers come forward in 
recent years, including most re¬ 


cently the redevelopment of the 
Buena Vista apartment building. 

McLaren said the city should 
sit down with residents and 
work through a broad vision 
for the area. He said doing that 
could address not just zoning 
issues, but some of the more 


common problems, like parking. 

“A new plan and new vision 
for the street needs to be con¬ 
ducted with proper consulta¬ 
tion,” he said. 

He believes developers would 
also welcome the process so they 
know what they can build in the 


area and submit plans that fit 
with that character. 

Karen Burgess, a spokes¬ 
person for the current plan¬ 
ning department, said the city 
does need a formal request from 
the business association, which 
they fully expect to receive in 


October. 

She said once that request is 
in they can start to figure out a 
timeline and schedule for draft¬ 
ing a new plan. 

“They would be able to go 
from there and determine what 
the next steps would be.”

Edmonton police officers 
working in high schools are 
undergoing training to re¬ 
duce rates of dating violence 
among youth. 

The Edmonton Police Ser¬ 
vice’s 19 School Resource Of¬ 
ficers (SROs) are currently 
completing Leading Change, 
a three-day course aimed at 
giving them the skills neces¬ 
sary to promote respectful 
relationships. 

Trained in partnership 
with the Alberta Council 
of Women’s Shelters, the 
SROs will be working with 
students from 21 Edmonton 
high schools. 

One message they want to 
share with students is that 
it’s OK to intervene if you 
see something wrong. 


“High school is the right 
place to start this,” EPS Const. 
Derek Onyslco said. “I don’t 
think (domestic violence) is 


talked about enough, and 
that’s why this training is 
so important.” 

The highest rates of dating 


violence happens between the 
ages of 15 to 24, Onyslco said. 
EPS responds to around 8,000 
domestic violence calls each

Part of the training includes 
addressing social constructs 
surrounding domestic vio¬ 
lence and developing ways 
of changing attitudes. 

Jan Reimer, executive dir¬ 
ector of the Alberta Council 
of Women’s Shelters, said the 
training comes at the perfect 
time for students who may be 
unaware of what to do if they 
are in or witness an abusive 
relationship. 

“This happens to us every 
day, that people may see 
something and not know what 
to do,” she said. “This train¬ 
ing helps people understand 
there’s more than two options 
of doing nothing or putting 
yourself at risk. 

“If we can get prevention 
programs in place and bet¬ 
ter equip people to under¬ 
stand how they can address 
it, we can have a significant 
impact.”

REFUGEE CRISIS 

Security, screening 
apriority: Kenney 


Conservative Jason Kenney in¬ 
sists the federal government will 
soon release details on how it 
plans to accelerate the intake of 
20,000 Iraqi and Syrian refugees 
but warns there are security 
matters that take precedence. 

The party dispatched Ken¬ 
ney, the defence minister, to 
respond to a number of issues 
as Conservative Leader Stephen 
Harper prepared for Thursday’s 
leaders debate on the economy. 

Kenney offered a spirited 
defence of the government’s 
response to the refugee crisis 
amid calls that it needs to act 
faster and accept more people. 

He said he has met individ¬ 
uals in refugee camps who told 
him they have relatives fighting 
a jihad against Syrian President 
Bashar Assad. 

“I do not mean to suggest for 
a moment that all or most of the 
people in the camps are con¬ 
nected to terrorist organizations 
or constitute a security risk but 
it is plainly evident that some 
do,” Kenney told reporters in 
Calgaiy on Wednesday. 

“It would be imprudent in the 
extreme to pretend otherwise, 
as Mr. Mulcair and Mr. Trudeau 
appear to be doing.” 


NDP Leader Tom Mulcair has 
promised to resettle 10,000 Syr¬ 
ian refugees by the end of this 
year and another 9,000 annually 
for the next four years. Liberal 
Leader Justin Trudeau has vowed 
to bring in 25,000 Syrians by the 
end of the year. 

Kenney also rejected sugges¬ 
tions that Canada should con¬ 
sider airlifting people out of 
refugee camps since many min¬ 
ority groups are often targeted 
by militants and might choose 
instead to live in the slums or 
with extended family members. 

He shrugged off advice from 
Rick Hillier, the former chief 
of the defence staff, who said 
Canada needs to do more and 
should bring in 50,000 refugees 
by year’s end. 

“People are picking numbers 
out of a hat,” Kenney said. “At 
the end of a day, we have to 
have a manageable number so 
we can apply the appropriate 
screening and focus on the most 
vulnerable.” 

Kenney’s comments come a 
week after Harper said the gov¬ 
ernment will unveil “in the veiy 
near future” its plans to speed 
up the acceptance of refugees.

Repealing fuel 
subsidies one 
way to keep 
books in black 

The NDP is promising four years 
of surplus budgets, using the 
proceeds from cancelled Tory 
tax breaks for individuals and a 
higher corporate tax rate to fund 
its election platform. 

New Democrats rolled out the 
numbers behind their election 
platform at a news conference 
in Ottawa Wednesday afternoon. 

The NDP plan commits to a 
surplus of between $3 billion and 
$4 billion in the period 2016-17 
and 2019-20, the first term of 
a government elected Oct. 19. 

To keep the books in the black, 
the NDP says it will hike the cor¬ 
porate tax rate by two points to 
17 per cent, bringing in an extra 
$3.7 billion a year in revenue. 

The party also expects to get 
a further $2.2 billion a year by 
rolling back the Conservatives’ 
income-splitting plan, although 
the NDP says it will preserve in¬ 
come-splitting for seniors. 

That amount also includes 
savings realized by repealing 
the Tories’ pledge to double sav¬ 
ings hmits for tax-free savings 
accounts. Instead, the NDP says 
it would keep the TFSA saving 
limit at $5,500 a year.

other savings by repealing “fos- 
sil-fuel subsidies,” worth $240 
million a year, and closing what 
it calls stock-option loopholes, 
worth $500 million a year.

However, it contained few 
specifics about the initiatives the 
party has its eye on pursuing, and 
identified only broad categories 
where spending was planned.

Halifax police say they’re treat¬ 
ing the homicide of Truro po¬ 
lice Const. Catherine Campbell 
as they would any other. 

“Eveiy homicide is serious, 
eveiy homicide has devastating 
consequences for the people 
involved, and this is no differ¬ 
ent,” said Supt. Jim Perrin at 
a news conference Wednesday 
morning. 

Late Wednesday afternoon, 
police had a man in custody, 
but had yet to lay charges, and 
couldn’t say when that might 
happen. 

“We have one person in cus¬ 
tody. We’re not looking for any 
other people at this time, but 
obviously that could change; 
the situation is very fluid,” 
Perrin said. 

Campbell’s remains were 
found at 12:10 a.m. Wednesday 
on Barrington Street, under¬ 
neath a ramp leading up to 
the Macdonald Bridge.

Just over an hour later, at 
1:20 a.m., police pulled over 
a vehicle in Clayton Park and 
arrested a 27-year-old man. 

Perrin said police believe 
Campbell knew the man, who 
he said had “limited police in¬ 
volvement.” 

“We’re still exploring the 
details of the relationship,” 
he said. 

“We believe they know each 
other. We don’t know how long 
they’ve known each other for.” 

Campbell was last seen at a 
downtown Halifax bar in the 
early hours of Friday morning, 


though Perrin would not say 
which bar it was. 

Before Wednesday’s news 
conference, it was believed 
Campbell was last seen on 
camera going into her apart¬ 
ment, but that had changed as 
the investigation went on and 
Perrin said the chain of events 
wasn’t set in stone yet. 

“A timeline is critically im¬ 
portant, and that’s one of the 
things we’re working on,” he 
said. 

Campbell was reported mis¬ 
sing Monday morning when 
she didn’t come into work in 


Truro — something her family 
said was completely out of 
character. 

By all accounts, Campbell 
was a dedicated police officer, 
and Perrin said police do not 
believe her line of work — or 
anything she may have been 
investigating — was a factor in 
what happened to her. 

“Catherine Campbell did 
nothing to cause what hap¬ 
pened to her,” he said 

“Our focus is on what did 
happen and ensuring that the 
person responsible is brought 
before the courts.”

Walrus rafts not 
needed now: U.S. 


ALASKA 

Federal agency 
will not install 
platforms to 
replace sea ice 

The U.S. Fish and Wildlife Ser¬ 
vice has declined for now to cre¬ 
ate artificial floating platforms 
for Pacific walrus that come 
ashore in Alaska because they 
lack summer sea ice. 

The agency’s decision came 
in response to a suggestion by a 
wildlife advocacy group to place 
experimental rafts over a prime 
Chukchi Sea feeding area 100 
miles off Alaska’s coast, Geof¬ 
frey Haskett, Alaska regional 
director for the U.S. Fish and 
Wildlife Service, said in a let¬ 
ter Monday. 

“We do not think such a 
measure is needed at this time,” 
Haskett said in the letter to Rick 
Steiner of Oasis Earth. 

An estimated 35,000 Pacific 
walrus were photographed Sept. 
2 near Point Lay in what has 
become an annual September 


phenomenon tied to shrinking 
sea ice attributed to climate 
warming. 

Walrus dive to feed on clams, 
sea snails and other food on the 
ocean bottom but cannot swim 
indefinitely. In recent years, sea 
ice has receded north beyond 
the shallow continental shelf to 
water that exceeds two miles 
deep, beyond the diving range 
of an adult walrus. 

The trend continued this 
year. The National Snow and 
Ice Data Center said the Arctic 
hit its summer minimum last 
week with 1.7 million square 
miles of sea ice, down 240,000 
square miles from 2014. It’s the 
fourth lowest level on record for 
summer sea ice in September. 

Walrus in large numbers 
were first spotted on the U.S. 
side of the Chukchi Sea in 2007. 

When the animals are 


grouped shoulder to shoulder 
in massive herds, they are sub¬ 
ject to stampedes if startled by 
an airplane, hunter or polar 
bear. The carcasses of more 
than 130 mostly young walruses 
were counted after a stampede 
in September 2009 at Alaska’s 
Icy Cape. 

In July, Oasis Earth suggested 
the Fish and Wildlife Service 
consider the resting platforms 
for walrus and offered to fund¬ 
raise toward the cost. The group 
proposed a pilot project to an¬ 
chor at least one barge with 
appropriate surface material 
for walrus at Hanna Shoal from 
July through October. 

Rafts, the group said, could 
give walrus more time offshore 
to access a greater amount of 
food and could reduce drown¬ 
ing deaths among the animals.

Oscar Pistorius’ lawyers say 
prosecutors are persisting 
with a “failed case” by ap¬ 
pealing the double-amputee 
athlete’s acquittal for murder 
at South Africa’s Supreme 
Court. 

Pistorius’ lawyers made 
the argument in papers filed 
Wednesday to the Supreme 
Court, meeting Thursday’s 


deadline to respond. 

Pistorius was acquitted of 
murder last year for shooting 
girlfriend Reeva Steenkamp 
and was instead found guilty 
of a lesser charge comparable 
to manslaughter. 

The Supreme Court appeal 
will be in November, when 
prosecutors want a panel of

calls for a minimum of 15 
years in prison. 

Pistorius’ lawyers argue 
prosecutors are wrong to 
challenge the original ver¬ 
dict, but the Supreme Court 
should order a retrial if it 
agrees with the prosecution.

Study: Smog kills 
33 million a year

Farming the 
No. 2 cause of 
air pollution 
deaths globally 

Air pollution is killing 3.3 mil¬ 
lion people a year worldwide, 
according to a new study that 
includes this surprise: Farm¬ 
ing plays a large role in smog 
and soot deaths in industrial 
nations. 

Scientists in Germany, Cy¬ 
prus, Saudi Arabia and Harvard 
University calculated the most 
detailed estimates yet of the 
toll of air pollution, looking 
at what caused it. 

The study also projects that 
if trends don’t change, the 
yearly death total will double 
to about 6.6 million a year 
by 2050. 

The study, published Wed¬ 
nesday in the journal Nature, 
used health statistics and com¬ 
puter models. About three 
quarters of the deaths are from 


strokes and heart attacks, said 
lead author Jos Lelieveld at 
the Max Planck Institute for 
Chemistry in Germany. 

The findings are similar to 
other less detailed pollution 
death estimates, outside ex¬ 
perts said. 

“About six per cent of all 
global deaths each occur pre¬ 
maturely due to exposure to 
ambient air pollution. This 
number is higher than most 
experts would have expected, 
say, 10 years ago,” said Jason 
West, a University of North 
Carolina environmental sci¬ 
ences professor who wasn’t 
part of the study but praised it. 

Air pollution kills more than 
HIV and malaria combined, 
Lelieveld said. 

With nearly 1.4 million 
deaths a year, China has the 
most air pollution fatalities, 
followed by India with 645,000 
and Pakistan with 110,000. 

The United States, with 
54,905 deaths in 2010 from 
soot and smog, ranks sev¬ 
enth highest for air pollution 
deaths.

What’s unusual is that the 
study says that agriculture 
caused 16,221 of those deaths, 
second only to 16,929 deaths 
blamed on power plants. 

In the U.S. Northeast, all 
of Europe, Russia, Japan and 
South Korea, agriculture is the 
number one cause of the soot 
and smog deaths, according to 
the study. 

Worldwide, agriculture is 
the No. 2 cause with 664,100 
deaths, coming in behind 
only the more than 1 million 
deaths from in-home heat¬ 
ing and cooking done with 
wood and other biofuels in 
developing world.

Orion launch postponed 

NASA's newest spacecraft, 
the Orion, won't be flying 
astronauts as soon as an¬ 
ticipated. 

On Wednesday, top NASA 
officials said there isn't much 
confidence in the original 
2021 launch date. That's be¬ 
cause of the space agency's 
history of running into un¬ 
expected problems in new 
programs, like Orion. 

Managers set 2023 as the 
new official launch date for 
the capsule, although they 
said they haven't entirely 
given up yet on 2021. 

Orion is meant to expand 
human exploration in space, 
principally Mars. The 11-foot 
capsule will blast off atop a 
megarocket still under de¬ 
velopment by NASA, called 
SLS for Space Launch Sys¬ 
tem. An unmanned test flight 
of Orion and the new SLS 
rocket is still on schedule 
for 2018. 

The spacecraft sailed 
through its first test flight 
in December. Nonetheless, 
NASA Associate Adminis¬ 
trator Robert Lightfoot said 
there were too many variables 
ahead to calculate the chance 
of meeting a 2021 launch, the

The Syrian refugee who was 
tripped at a border hotspot 
by a Hungarian journalist in 
an incident that generated 
global outrage is moving to a 
Madrid suburb after a Span¬ 
ish soccer academy offered 
to help rebuild his life, an 
official with the school said 
Wednesday. 

Osama Abdul Mohsen and 
his small son Zaid arrived by 
train in Madrid Wednesday, 
said Luis Miguel Pedraza of 
the CENAFE school that trains 
soccer coaches. One of the 
school’s coaching graduates 
who speaks Arabic was on 
the train with them. 


Mohsen was captured on 
video carrying his son when 
camerawoman Petra Laszlo 
tripped him and sent him 
tumbling to the ground in 
a field full of other migrants 
running from authorities 
near the Hungarian village 


of Roszlce. 

He ended up in Germany, 
where media reports revealed 
he had been a soccer coach 
in Syria. The school then 
convinced him to come to 
Spain, where he will stay for 
now in an apartment near 


the school’s training facility 
in the suburb of Getafe. 

The school wants to find 
Mohsen a job in Spain’s vast 
soccer training sector but he 
speaks only Arabic plus a little 
English and would need to 
learn Spanish, said Pedraza, 
a former national level soc¬ 
cer referee. 

“The first thing is to get 
him settled,” Pedraza said. 
“First we’re giving him a hand 
as a humanitarian gesture. 
Later we’ll look for something. 
He’s interested in our school.” 

The school also plans to 
help Mohsen apply for asy¬ 
lum in Spain. 

The country last week 
agreed to take 17,680 refugees 
from Syria and other coun¬ 
tries under a plan set up by 
the European Commission. 

Laszlo was fired from her 
job at the right-wing N1TV on¬ 
line channel after footage was 
aired of her tripping Mohsen 
and kicking other migrants.

Tear gas, water cannons, fired at migrants on Serbian border 


Europe’s migrant crisis took 
another ugly turn Wednesday 
when Hungarian riot police 
used tear gas, pepper spray 
and water cannons to beat back 
hundreds of people massed at 
the border with Serbia after 
some broke through a gate. 
Children cried as they fled from 
the acrid smoke, and several 


people fainted in the chaos. 

With the route through Hun- 
gaiy apparently closed, some 
migrants set out on a longer, 
more arduous route into West¬ 
ern Europe through Croatia. 

Frustrated migrants — many 
of them war refugees from 
Syria and Iraq — who were 
blocked on the Serbian side 


of the border threw plastic 
water bottles and rocks at hel- 
meted riot police and chanted 
demands that the now-sealed 
border be re-opened. 

“We fled wars and violence 
and did not expect such bru¬ 
tality and inhumane treat¬ 
ment in Europe,” said Amir 
Hassan, an Iraqi who was soak¬ 


ing wet from the water can¬ 
non and trying to wash tear 
gas from his eyes. “Shame on 
you, Hungarians,” he shouted 
pointing in the direction of 
the shielded Hungarian police¬ 
men who were firing volleys 
of tear gas canisters directly 
into the crowd. 

One of those who faint¬ 


ed was a woman holding a 
baby. Children and women 
cried while young men with 
scarves over their faces hurled 
stones as they charged toward 
the police through thick tear 
gas smoke. Several Serbian 
ambulances arrived to treat 
the injured. 

The crowd also lit up old 


tires, causing dark smoke to 
fill the air. Hungarian media re¬ 
ported that a pregnant woman 
began giving birth to a baby 
amid the clashes. The tensions 
escalated after hundreds of 
people broke through a border 
gate and were pushed back by 
the Hungarian police.

Montreal linn 
says it can help 
companies get 
into new age 

A Montreal tech company 
with big ambitions for global 
growth says it has an inexpen¬ 
sive solution for restaurateurs 
and other retailers looking to 
thrive in the digital age. 

Lightspeed says its cloud- 
based software system can as¬ 
sist mid-sized retailers and 
restaurants manage inventory, 
take orders, process payments, 
analyze customer shopping 
patterns and develop an e- 
commerce presence. 

Founder and CEO Dax 
Dasilva says Lightspeed’s cus¬ 
tomers average $600,000 a year 
in sales per location, and up 
to 50 stores. 

For a monthly fee that can 
start as low as $76 a month, 
they can access Lightspeed soft¬ 
ware and apps either from mo¬ 
bile devices like iPads or older 
desktop computer systems. 

Running a business is much 
more complicated than it was 
20 years ago, Dasilva said. Busi¬ 
ness owners not only need to 
have strong in-store offerings 
— they also need a strong on¬ 
line and social media presence. 

“So in order to be this mod¬ 
ern independent retailer ... 
they need somebody on their 


side to build systems that will 
help them be four people at 
once,” the 39-year-old Vancou¬ 
ver native said. 

Founded in 2005, Lightspeed 
is doubling its business annu¬ 
ally. It already has 25,000 cus¬ 
tomers in more than 100 coun¬ 
tries, including about 1,500 
restaurants, that process $10 
billion worth of yearly trans¬ 
actions. 

It hopes to further expand 
its global reach after Quebec’s 
Caisse de depot and Investisse- 


ment Quebec led an $80-mil- 
lion investment involving ori¬ 
ginal funding partners Accel 
Partners and iNovia Capital. 
Lightspeed said it has been in¬ 
spired by Canadian tech com¬ 


panies like Ottawa’s Shopify 
and Hootsuite in Vancouver. 

“We want to be the tech 
anchor in Montreal,” Dasilva 
said during an interview in his 
office in a renovated building 


in Old Montreal — one of eight 
offices around the world. 

Lightspeed is looking to take 
advantage of new regulations 
in Europe and North America 
to sell its retail and restaurant 
programs. 

Quebec has joined several 
countries in Europe and Latin 
America that require bars and 
restaurants to provide sales 
transactions to ensure proper 
payment of taxes. 

In the United States, the 
credit card industry is switch¬ 
ing to chip cards long used 
in Canada to cut down on 
fraud. Starting Oct. 1, busi¬ 
ness owners rather than the 
card companies will be liable 
for any fraud from purchases 
made by magnetic-strip cards. 

That’s a big potential growth 
market for companies like 
Lightspeed that works with 
payment processors to offer 
the service, said Dasilva. 

“Once the deadline is here 
I think it’s only going to take 
a couple stories of people that 
lost money for people to want 
to invest in this (chip-reading) 
hardware.” 

Caisse de depot vice- 
president Christian Dube said 
the Caisse was drawn to invest 
by Lightspeed’s growth poten¬ 
tial outside Canada. 

“We’re really looking at this 
company on a global basis and 
the market share that they can 
take in the U.S. ... and what 
they can do in Europe,” he said.

Facebook working on empathy 


Facebook may finally be getting 
a button that lets you quickly 
express something beyond a 
“like.” Founder and CEO Mark 
Zuclcerberg said Tuesday that 
people have been asking for a 
“dislike” button on the social 
media site for years.

It is hard to connect 
enough dots to get a 
solid take on the big picture 
of the first NDP government. 
Reading between the lines, it 
hardly looks worth the 60 -year 
wait of the Canadian left. 



Jim Flaherty could have 
signed off on the fiscal 
framework the NDP pre¬ 
sented on Wednesday. It 
borrows more from the late 
finance minister’s budgets 
than it offers original con¬ 
tent — at least at the front 
end of a New Democrat fed¬ 
eral mandate. 

That starts with the 
tax-cutting infrastructure 
Flaherty put in place over 
his near decade as Stephen 
Harper’s finance minister. 
Under a federal government 
run by Thomas Mulcair, its 
main pieces would remain 
untouched, and with them 
the toll they take on the fed¬ 
eral government’s capacity 
to finance programs. 

The recent doubling of the 
annual contribution to a tax- 
free savings account would 
be reversed, but the concept 
itself would be retained, 
as would the Conservative 
income-splitting plan, inas¬ 
much at it applies to seniors. 

The two-point cut in the 
GST; the universal child 
benefit — as recently en¬ 
hanced by Flaherty’s succes¬ 
sor Joe Oliver — would also 
be there to stay. 

The NDP would reverse 
the decline in the corpor¬ 
ate tax rate, but at 17 per 
cent instead of the 15 per 
cent that it would remain 
over the average maintained 
under Flaherty. 

As promised by Mulcair, 
the NDP, according to its 
fiscal framework, would de¬ 
liver balanced budgets and, 
possibly, a surplus for eveiy 
year of a full mandate — for 
a cumulative total of more 
than $14 billion. 

The price that the New 
Democrats are willing to 
pay to beat the Liberals on 
the deficit front and the 
Conservatives at the surplus 


game is on the front of activ¬ 
ism. 

At least over the first few 
years, Canadians might not 
see much difference in the 
level of federal engagement 
on the social front. 

There would not be a lot 
of money in the first years to 
lure the provinces into buy¬ 
ing the ambitious national 
child-care program that is 
a centrepiece of Mulcair’s 
platform. 

The promise to maintain 
the increase in the yearly 
health transfer at six per 
cent once the current ar¬ 
rangements run out in 2017 
would come with strings at¬ 
tached for the provinces. 

The extra money would 
be conditional on imple¬ 
menting the NDP’s agenda 
for — among other items 
— more palliative and long¬ 
term care, the recruitment 
of more doctors and the 
opening of more primary 


care clinics. 

The multi-year commit¬ 
ments to public transit and 
municipal infrastructure 
look modest when they are 
unbundled in annual install¬ 
ments. 

On Wednesday, party 
spolcespeople described the 
commitment to raising Can¬ 
ada’s contribution to foreign 
aid to 0.7 per cent of Can¬ 
ada’s gross national product 
as “aspirational.” 

By all indications, Mul¬ 
cair’s pledge to balance the 
books is doable. Fulfilling 
his more ambitious promises 
could turn out to be another 
stoiy. In many instances, 
one would not know until a 
second NDP mandate. 

As for the political algebra 
that is behind the party’s fis¬ 
cal choices, many questions 
remain. 

A two per cent hike in 
the corporate tax rate may 
sound modest, but that does 


not mean it will be well 
received. In a rare show 
of agreement, the Con¬ 
servatives and the Liberals 
instantly predicted that it 
would result in significant 
job losses. 

At seven pages — includ¬ 
ing pictures — the NDP 
handout fell well short of a 
detailed platform or even a 
precis of one. According to 
the New Democrats, that’s 
because some of the meas¬ 
ures the party has already 
factored in its spending 
plans have not yet been an¬ 
nounced. 

Still, as fiscal plans go, 
this one was on the light 
side. Most government or 
corporate business plans do 
not tend to list spending cat¬ 
egories under headings such 
as “Help Where it’s Needed 
Most.” For those who won¬ 
der, the NDP would throw 
about $3 billion over four 
years in that generic pot. 

Given all of the above, it is 
hard to connect enough dots 
to get a solid take on the big 
picture of the first NDP fed¬ 
eral government. But read¬ 
ing between the lines of the 
fiscal framework, that gov¬ 
ernment hardly looks like it 
was worth the 60-year wait 
of the Canadian left. 

By comparison, the mani¬ 
festo published earlier this 
week by a group of high- 
profile activists comes across 
like a prescription for a revo¬ 
lution. 

Some of its leading signa¬ 
tories have long-standing ties 
to the New Democrats. It is 
hard to imagine that they 
inhabit the same planet as 
Mulcair’s NDP.

We can't define 
ourselves by our 
borders anymore

Tears are not enough. To be 
more specific, a few days of 
emotion over an iconic photo¬ 
graph of a little boy who died 
as his parents fled Middle 
Eastern anarchy and violence 
for western stability and 
peace will not solve anything 
at all. Worse than this, it tends 
to make us feel comfortable 
in our sorrow, as though a 
passing concern puts matters 
right. It doesn't. 

The solution to the entire 
migrant issue and what will be 
the ongoing mass movement 
of refugees and transient 
populations is a profound 
rethinking of what we mean 
by nation, citizenship and 
identity. We need to do this in 
North America, but in Europe 
it is even more necessary and 
even more challenging. 

All of us live in commun¬ 
ity, and if a nation is anything 
at all, it is a collective of 
disparate individuals rather 
than a cookie-cutter assem¬ 
bly of men and women of 
the same kind and with the 
same passport. We should be 
defined not by how firmly we 
lock the door, but how widely 
we open it. 

This continent is more 
experienced and comfortable 
with mass immigration. The 
United States, for example, 
once considered adopt¬ 
ing German as a second 
language because of the 
enormous numbers of Ger¬ 
man immigrants. It's facing 
similar discussions now with 
Spanish. Canada was once 


largely Protestant, but is 
now more than 40 per cent 
Catholic. Ontario was solidly 
Anglo-Celtic, but Toronto is 
now the most multicultural 
city in the world. And in spite 
of what the usual suspects 
say, it works. 

Much of Europe, however, 
still thinks in loose terms of 
race and nationalism. This 
is not to say that European 
countries are reactionary or 
racist — mind you, in Hungary 
and parts of Eastern, central 
and even Mediterranean Eur¬ 
ope there are some troubling 
indications — but that to most 
Europeans, the future of their 
country is based on the past, 
and not some potential that 
requires change and adapta¬ 
tion. 

Yet with social media 
and television, most cul¬ 
tural boundaries disappeared 
some years ago. Economic 
and trade barriers are increas¬ 
ingly redundant. And religious 
dominance by one particular 
faith is, for most of us, a his¬ 
torical footnote. 

I realize, of course, that 
the new wave of migrants is 
different from that of the past. 
At the moment they're mostly 
Arab or Afghan, and that 
enables many toxins — racist 
toxins — to be pumped into 
the bloodstream of the body 
politic. Let's not be disingenu¬ 
ous: Newcomers are seldom 
welcomed, and whenever 
there is an excuse to reject or 
even hate, some people will 
find it. The latest empty warn¬ 
ing is about terrorism and 
fundamentalism. We have to 
do better than that. Change is 
hard, but change is essential.

The Mindy Project has not had 
an easy time on the air. The 
show has been in danger of 
cancellation almost eveiy sea¬ 
son and has gone through a 
series of cast changes. 

Last spring, Fox finally 
pulled the plug. But luckily 
for fans of the show, online 
streaming service Hulu was on 
the hunt for original program¬ 
ming and scooped it up. CityTV 
will broadcast and stream it for 
Canadian viewers. 

The switch to streaming 
comes with some perks ac¬ 
cording to series creator Mindy 
Kaling. “To not have to woriy 
about what the ratings were 
the next day, because who 
knows what the promotion 
had been for the show, and all 
those other things, is going to 
be a nice change for me per¬ 
sonally,” she explains. 

“I know that going into this 
that being a showrunner and 
being a show creator, it’s not 
just about writing and acting 
and the side of it that’s the art 
and the creativity. I know it’s 
about the business, and I have 
been very focused on that in 
the last couple of years.” 


She adds, a little wryly, 
“That’ll be good to take that 
energy that I had about worry¬ 
ing about ratings and put it 
into a different worry.” 

But it’s not just behind the 
scenes where a lot of chan¬ 
ges are in store: The fictional 
Mindy Lahiri will be trying 
to define herself as a mother 
this season. 

“She is such a funny charac¬ 
ter with so many idiosyncra¬ 
sies, and to put that towards 
motherhood has been such a 
delight,” she says. 

Kaling says that in particular, 
it’s been fun to transition from 
writing about all the differ¬ 
ent ways to be a “crazy single 
woman in Manhattan” to try¬ 
ing to figure out how parenting 
would work between a Catholic 
man and “an agnostic, Hindu 
party girl, who doesn’t really 
believe in anything.” 

The act of parenting itself is 
not the only challenge Mindy 
Lahiri will face. There’s also 
the challenge of being a work¬ 
ing, ambitious mother with a 
young child. Asked if Lahiri 
will do well with the prospect 
of taking some time off, Kal¬ 
ing says, “She does not react 
well to it. One of the things 
I’m most excited about this 
season is toying with the ideas 
of a working mom.” 

The whole working mom 
thing may change Lahiri’s own 
assumptions about what she 
thought it would be like. 

“I think Mindy is someone 
who in the past has been like, 
‘the minute I get married, I am 
stopping working. I’m going to 
be an insufferable yoga mom 


with a hot body, and I’m go¬ 
ing to be drunk all day.’ (She’s) 
seeing the reality of what it’s 
like to take care of a baby and 
a human that you love and try¬ 
ing to balance that with her 
ambition.” 

Don’t go thinking that just 
because Lahiri has been a little 
shallow in the past, she’ll be an 
irresponsible parent — though 
there will be the usual “Mindy” 
twist to things. “We all decid¬ 
ed in the (writers’) room, the 
most important thing is that 
we know that she’s going to 
be a good mom. And inher¬ 
ently she is a good person. But 
she does some really terrible 
things,” says Kaling. 

One of the biggest fan fa¬ 
vourite moments on the show 
was when Chris Messina 
showed off some unexpected 
dance moves as Mindy’s beau, 
Danny. 

Kaling says they’ve been 
“asked so much about his 
dancing” that “we make 
a reference to it in a very 
fun way and address it in 
a fun way.” 

So he won’t be dancing 
again, per se, but “he’s 
very multitalented, so we 
have other things that he 
does that we’re going to 
be taking advantage of 
this season.” 

And it sounds like she’s 
feeling sympathetic to Mes¬ 
sina about the whole thing: 
“God bless Chris. I feel like 
he probably gets asked about 
it more than anything else.” 

No wonder she wants to 
have him show off some other 
skills.

People identify as feminists for a 
multitude of reasons, both personal 
and political. 

When Kate Beaton first started 
posting her online comic, Hark! A 
Vagrant, her focus was on parody¬ 
ing male-dominated history and lit¬ 
erature in the most absurdist way 
possible. Feminism, while always 
the undercurrent, has never been 
the point of her sly punch lines, 
despite her love of suffragettes 
and the Bronte sisters. 

“I started making comics about 
history and they had women in 
them, and people were like, 
‘Wow, what kind of feminist work is 
this?’” Beaton says. “It wasn’t a choice 
that I made: ‘Oh, I’m going to blow the 
lid off this.’ But people noticed. And 


then you get called a feminist author.” 

Armed with a history degree from 
New Brunswick’s Mount Allison Uni¬ 
versity and a stint working at the mari¬ 
time museum in Victoria — coupled 
with an insatiable appetite for research, 
literature and pop culture — the Cape 
Breton-born artist’s website quickly 
became a destination for intellectual 
comics lovers. 

Beaton’s first collection, Hark! A 
Vagrant, published by the venerable 
Drawn & Quarterly, became a New 
York Times bestseller. Her new book, 
Step Aside, Pops, kicks off where the 
last book ended, introducing a new 
arsenal of characters such as the fork- 
tongued “Straw Feminists” who pop up 
during already terrifying shopping trips 
for training bras and in the closets of 
unsuspecting children. 

Beaton’s depiction of the evil-mind¬ 
ed, cigarette-wielding women could 
seem 1970s retrograde, but she’s clev¬ 
erly mocking the vitriol that permeates 
social-media discussions surrounding 
gender equality. “The image of the 
bra-burning, ball-chopping boogey- 
man shows up in all these conversa¬ 
tions where you’re trying to talk about 
feminism,” Beaton says. “It’s an image 
that scares younger women away be¬ 


cause they think feminists are these 
joyless, awful people. This heartless 
person who just wants to destroy the 
world. But it’s a funny character to 
me. It always comes back to humour.” 

Ultimately, it’s Beaton’s love of old- 
school literaiy humour — she’s a big 
Stephen Leacock fan — and her aware¬ 
ness of feminist histoiy that has made 
Hark! A Vagrant part of the current 
Zeitgeist. There are hilarious interpreta¬ 
tions of cultural icons such as Nancy 
Drew, Wonder Woman and Agent Scully 
from The X-Files. But Beaton gives equal 
space to women such as public-health 
physician Dr. Sara Josephine Baker and 
1930s civil-rights activist Ida B. Wells, 
one of her personal heroes. 

“People have such access to informa¬ 
tion and such platforms to talk from 
now. Other voices and characters and 
other stories are being told, and de¬ 
manding a change in the way we learn 
histoiy, and the way we look at movies 
and literature and everything else,” says 
Beaton. “There’s just a palpable move¬ 
ment in this shift of the status quo. I’m 
just part of that, I think.”

North American paradigm puts men in the driver 
seat, but it’s time for women to take control

It’s a million-dollar question 
in the world of public health 
educators: How can women 
be encouraged to carry con¬ 
doms? 

Unfortunately, says one 
sexual health educator, there 
is no easy answer. 

“There is still a stigma at¬ 
tached to it,” said Brenda 
Kerber, who is also the owner 
of Edmonton’s adult toy bou¬ 
tique The Traveling Tickle 
Trunk. 

“I think a big part of en¬ 
couraging women to carry 
condoms has to do with sex¬ 
ual education so they learn 
that it is a part of taking care 
of their birth control and 
STI needs.” 

Kerber said she believes 
this should start by introdu¬ 
cing kindergarten-aged kids 
to the concepts of love and 
relationships that will form 
a solid foundation for sexual 
education later on. 

“Speak to them about how 
relationships work, how to 
listen and care for some¬ 
one, how to show respect 
for someone, how to ask for

what you want,” she said. 

“So, by the time they reach 
Grade 7 you can move onto 
sexual education with a 
base.” 

Another element in en¬ 
couraging women to protect 
themselves, said Kerber, is 
actually teaching them how 
to use condoms. 

She said because North 
Americans still believe men 


are responsible for all things 
sex related, women who learn 
how to use condoms can help 
to shift the perspective. 

“The more comfortable you 
are with something, the more 
likely you are to say, ‘This 
is important and I need to 
ensure that I’m equipping 
myself and not relying on 
anyone else for my protec¬ 
tion,”’ she said. 

“Condoms aren’t terribly 
expensive and they aren’t 
hard to practise with.” 

And while Kerber believes 
the availability of free con¬ 
doms would encourage their 
use, she isn’t convinced that 
it would impact how comfort¬ 
able women are with carry¬ 
ing them. 

The same, she said, goes 
for large-scale campaigns 
such as viral videos. 

“The more you see these 
things, the more it helps to 
change the perception but 
the reason women are un¬ 
comfortable talking about 
condoms runs pretty deep,” 
she said. 

“You can tell people to do 
something but if you don’t 
understand why they’re not 
doing it, it won’t change. 
We have to get rid of the 
stigma first.”

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WHY ALBERTA 
CONDOS AREN’T 
AN EASY SELL 


MAJOR CITIES ARE COMING OFF OF A BUILDING 
BOOM, COUPLED WITH HESITANT BUYERS 


Alberta condo owners are feeling the double 
whammy of supply and demand as they 
try to unload their units in an increasingly 
tight market, says Scott Bollinger, ComFree 
Commonsense Network’s licensed associate 
broker. 

Though Alberta’s slowing economy is 
impacting all types of home sales, condos 
— especially apartment-style condos — are 
proving tougher to sell, Bollinger says. 

In Calgary, August 2015 apartment style 
condo sales were down 40 per cent com¬ 
pared to August 2014, and prices dipped 
nearly 11 per cent. Sales of detached homes, 
meanwhile, dropped about 23 per cent, and 
the average price was off by two per cent. 

Edmonton numbers are more moderate, 
but tell a similar story, Bollinger says — the 
resale-condo segment is being hit by grow¬ 
ing supply and shrinking demand. 

“Fewer buyers in Alberta are willing to 
commit to a condo purchase, in this market 
and this economy. That’s forcing sellers to 
cut their prices, and it’s taking them longer 
to sell,” Bollinger says. “Potential buyers of 
resale condos are increasingly choosing to 
rent, because they can get a similar unit for 
a similar cost without the risk.” 

Some entry-level condo sellers will have 


less equity in their properties than owners 
of single-family homes, he says. That leaves 
them more vulnerable to the impulse to sell 
at reduced prices. 

“If the market changes for the worse, con¬ 
do sellers would be in more trouble. Getting 
out of the market now — even if it means 
contemplating lowball offers — becomes 
more of a priority,” Bollinger says. 

On the supply side, the decade-long condo 
building boom in Calgary has contributed 
to a bigger inventory of unsold new condos, 
which are competing for attention and buy¬ 
ers with resale units. 

“And in Edmonton, condo cranes are 
crowding the downtown, so you can bet 
that some buyers are opting to wait and buy 
a brand-new home rather than jump into 
the resale market this year,” he says. 

Sellers who might be feeling gloomy 
about the state of Alberta’s condo market 
should be cheered by one fact, though, Bol¬ 
linger says. 

“We’re coming off years of exceptional 
condo sales in both of Alberta’s big cities, so 
these slowdowns perhaps look worse, statis¬ 
tically, than they really are,” Bollinger says. 
“We would have been thrilled with these 
sorts of numbers just a few years ago.” 
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The hidden costs ofhome ownership

You’ve finally found your new 
home, and it comes with the 
biggest price tag you’re ever 
likely to pay for anything. But 
that’s not the only cost you’ll 
have to cover as a homeowner. 

Even before you take posses¬ 
sion of your home, there will be 
legal fees and expenses to close 
the deal. There will be adjust¬ 
ments costs as you reimburse 
the seller for any prepaid util¬ 
ities and property taxes. Add 
in the cost of an appraisal, a 
home inspection, land transfer 
tax (in most provinces), GST 
if you’ve purchased a brand 
new home, utility hook-up fees, 
home insurance and more, and 
it amounts to thousands of addi¬ 
tional dollars you’ll need to 
budget for before you even get 
the keys to the place. 


And don’t forget the cost of 
hiring movers and installing 
new locks, plus replacing ap¬ 
pliances, lighting fixtures and 
window coverings if they’ve 
been excluded in the offer. 


Once you’ve moved in, 
there’s the ongoing expense of 
maintaining your home. Grass 
will need mowing, snow will 
need to be cleared, the furnace 
will need to be upgraded at 


some point, decks re-stained 
and walls repainted. Experts 
suggest budgeting five per cent 
of the value of your home to 
cover your annual mainten¬ 
ance costs. 


John Pasalis of Realosophy 
Realty in Toronto says he finds 
the largest unexpected expens¬ 
es of home ownership are not 
so much hidden, as simply 
expenses that buyers haven’t 


planned for. 

“When a first-time buyer’s 
home inspector tells them 
that their roof will likely need 
replacing in five years, they 
don’t think that they need to 
start saving up for that $8,000 
roof now, setting aside $1,600 
per year so that they have the 
funds five years from now,” 
says Pasalis. 

“Not planning for these 
known upgrades you need to 
make can make home owning 
a bit more stressful when the 
time comes to make a major 
repair,” he adds. 

The best thing a homeowner 
can do to avoid costly expenses 
is to maintain their home by 
routinely tackling repairs and 
making upkeep a habit, says 
the Realosophy owner broker. 

“Make sure your eaves are 
cleaned out once or twice a year 
and are working properly. Make 
sure water is running away 
from your home, not towards 
it. Seal any cracks in the con¬ 
crete around your home. Repair 
caulking around windows and 
in bathrooms,” says Pasalis. 

“Keeping your home in a 
good state of repair will help 
you avoid unnecessaiy and cost¬ 
ly repairs in the future.” 


Mortgage loan Insurance a 
necessity and an incentive

Mortgage insurance isn’t optional 
for a lot of Canadians homebuy- 
ers these days. Consumers with 
a down payment of less than 20 
per cent of the purchase price of 
a home need to have mortgage 
loan insurance to be eligible for 
a mortgage. 

Scraping together a down 
payment of 20 per cent is chal¬ 
lenging as the cost of buying a 
home continues to rise in two 
of the country’s biggest urban 
centres—Toronto prices are up 
10.6 per cent over last year and 
Vancouver’s rose 7.7 per cent. 
Statistics from the Canadian Real 
Estate Association show that in 
July 2015 the average cost of a 
home in Vancouver had risen to 
$866,772 and in Toronto the price 
was $609,236. Which means, 
the average 20 per cent down 
payment in those two markets 
would be $173,354 and $121,847 
respectively. 

Down payments that high can 
be a barrier to home ownership. 
For many first-time buyers, mort¬ 
gage loan insurance is not only a 
necessity but also an incentive to 
purchase a home. Canada Mort¬ 
gage and Housing Corporation 
mortgage loan insurance lets 
Canadians buy homes with a 
minimum down payment of five 


per cent while protecting banks 
and other lending institutions if 
the buyer defaults on mortgage 
payments. 

According to CMHC, mortgage 
loan insurance creates “an oppor¬ 
tunity for Canadians to realize 
their dreams of home owner¬ 
ship” and helps to “ensure the 
availability of mortgage funding 
during times of recession and 
economic downturns.” 

To qualify for mortgage loan 
insurance that allows buyers to 
finance up to 95 per cent of the 
purchase price, the property has 
to be a single-family or two-unit 
dwelling, located in Canada and 
valued at less than $1 million. 
Other requirements include a 
monthly housing cost of no more 
than 32 per cent of your gross 
household income, and a debt 
load of less than 40 per cent of 
your gross household income. 

Mortgage loan insurance pre¬ 
miums range from 0.60 to 3.85 
per cent of the total loan, de¬ 
pending on the amount of the 
down payment. The larger the 
down payment, the lower the 
premium. While the premium 
can be paid as a lump sum, it 
is more often blended into the 
mortgage payments. It’s an ap¬ 
proach that eases the financial 


burden upfront but interest on 
the premium over the life of a 
mortgage quickly adds up. 
Mortgage loan insurance 


opens the door to home owner¬ 
ship, but it comes with its own 
price tag.

RATES 

Fixed or 
variable 
mortgage 

When faced with selecting a 
mortgage, one of the most dif¬ 
ficult decisions for homebuy- 
ers to make is whether to go 
with a fixed or variable rate 
mortgage. 

With a fixed mortgage, the 
borrower locks into an interest 
rate for the length of a term, 
typically three or five years. 
While with a variable rate, the 
borrower’s interest rate can 
fluctuate with the market. 

“History has shown that 
with a variable rate mortgage, 
you tend to pay less, especially 
with interest rates being so 
low right now, you can get a 
variable rate mortgage right 
around two per cent,” says 
Clinton Wayne, a Toronto- 
based mortgage agent with 
Mortgage Edge. 

Because of the element of 
uncertainty with variable rate 
mortgages, they are more dif¬ 
ficult to qualify for and Wayne 
recommends them only for 
people who have enough dis¬ 
posable income to cushion the 
impact of an unforeseen inter¬ 
est rate increase. 

Wayne says that though 
a 0.25 per cent interest rate 
increase might not seem like 


much, when you are talk¬ 
ing hundreds of thousands 
of dollars, it can be big. A 
0.25 per cent rate increase 
on a $400,000 mortgage, for 
example, would add another 
$1,000 annually to your mort¬ 
gage payments, which is ap¬ 
proximately $83 per month in 
additional interest. 

While a fixed rate is often a 
higher interest rate, the bene¬ 
fit is that there are no surpris¬ 
es with your monthly mort¬ 
gage payments. However, with 
variable rate mortgages, some 
banks offer payment plans that 
never change — instead, when 
the interest rate changes, the 
amortization period changes 
(if the interest rate increases, 
more of your money will be 
going towards interest as op¬ 
posed to paying down the prin¬ 
ciple). This is a good option for 
people who want the benefits 
of a variable rate mortgage 
while at the same time guar¬ 
anteeing their payments won’t 
increase. It’s just important 
for buyers to remember that 
a rate increase still lengthens 
the time of their mortgage and 
increases the amount they are 
paying in interest. 

“The most important thing 
is how you feel about fixed 
and variable rate mortgages,” 
says Wayne. “Money is more 
than math. You’re dealing with 
emotions. How would you 
feel if your rate did jump up 
and how would it stress your 
monthly income?”

Vacuum. Dust. Scrub. While 
you’re at it, clear kitchen and 
bathroom countertops and tuck 
the kids’ toys out of sight. 

Making sure your home is 
clean and tidy is one of the easi¬ 
est ways to improve its apprais¬ 
al value. “Some experts claim 
a clean, clutter-free home can 
appraise for up to 10 percent 
higher than a comparable home 
that is messy and full of clutter,” 
says Shea Warrington with Royal 
LePage in a recent blog post at 
sheawarrington.ca. 

Tidy up the yard, too. Stash 
the garden gnomes in the storage 
shed. Freshly trimmed trees and 
shrubs and a neat green lawn can 
boost the appraisal value. A new 
mailbox, flower boxes or porch 
planters are inexpensive ways 
to up your home’s curb appeal. 

It’s also a good idea to repair 
or replace outdated or broken 
appliances and light fixtures, 



Warrington says. Buying all new 
appliances may not be cost ef¬ 
fective, but anything that’s not 
working properly could have a 


negative impact on an appraisal. 

When it comes to renovations, 
the Toronto Beaches area agent 
says, “make sure you document 


the renovation and costs with 
before and after photos and a 
spreadsheet of the detailed costs. 
Be prepared to show receipts if 


necessaiy.” 

While kitchen and bathroom 
upgrades are traditionally recom¬ 
mended as the most value-en¬ 


hancing improvements, Wright 
Sisters Group with Remax in 
Toronto offer two other sugges¬ 
tions in their online magazine 
that will give you the most bang 
for your remodeling buck. 

Installing a steel entiy door 
averages a 101.8 per cent re¬ 
turn on investment, according 
to Wright Sisters. “Security, curb 
appeal and energy efficiency all 
improve with this relatively sim¬ 
ple change.” 

Converting an attic space to 
a bedroom also ranks high on 
their list of smart home improve¬ 
ments. “An attic conversion will 
allow you to maximize space you 
already have, keeping your costs 
in check.” 

Warrington’s top tip to get¬ 
ting the best appraisal value for 
your home is to ask your lender 
for a local appraiser. If the ap¬ 
praiser isn’t familiar with your 
neighbourhood, there’s a chance 
your property could be under¬ 
valued, she says. “If you can’t 
get a local appraiser, make sure 
you provide the appraiser with 
detailed information about your 
neighborhood.” 

The appraiser may not know 
your area’s Walk Score, so go 
ahead and wow them with your 
list of nearby schools, libraries, 
restaurants, theatres, parks and 
shops. It might be just the boost 
your appraisal needs. 


What you need to 
know buying a home 
during a recession 


Canada is officially in a re¬ 
cession, a time when banks 
typically lower their inter¬ 
est rates. 

As house prices tradition¬ 
ally fall and mortgage rates 
become more competitive dur¬ 
ing a recession, your dream 
home could start to look like 
a real bargain. 

Some financial advisors say 
a recession is good time to 
buy a home, but not everyone 
agrees. In his book When the 
Bubble Bursts: Surviving the 
Canadian Real Estate Crash, 
author and portfolio manager 
Hilliard MacBeth suggests the 
best way to survive a housing 
downturn is to rent and invest 
your money in anything but 
real estate. 

If you’re planning to buy 
during a recession, John Pasa- 
lis, of Realosophy Realty in 
Toronto, says you should 
buy defensively. He recom¬ 
mends homebuyers look for 


a property they can live in 
for at least five years, with a 
monthly payment they can 
comfortably afford even if 
one partner is unemployed 
for a period of time. 

The five-year rule is key he 
says. “The transaction costs 
to buying and selling a home 
can be high. You want to give 
enough time for your home 
to appreciate to ensure that 
when you do sell you are not 
losing money in the trans¬ 
action.” 

Not overstretching your 
budget is also critical during 
a recession, says the brok¬ 
er owner, because you don’t 
know if you or your partner 
might end up out of work. 

“People can manage this 
risk in different ways,” Pasa- 
lis says. “In the case of a dual 
income household, you can 
plan to buy a home that you 
can afford on just one in¬ 
come. Since this would be 


the worst-case scenario for 
most people, it’s fine if you 
would feel stretched on just 
one income and not have any 
money left for vacations and 
other luxuries. 

“The idea is that if you find 
yourself relying on just one 
income for six to 12 months, 
you want to make sure you 
have enough money to stay 
afloat and pay your key liv¬ 
ing expenses.” 

If you’re a solo buyer with 
just one income to begin with, 
another option to consider, he 
says, is buying a home with 
either a rental unit like a base¬ 
ment apartment, or a property 
that has the potential for a 
rental unit. 

“Earning $800 to $1,200 
per month in rental income,” 
says Pasalis, “can help cover 
many expenses if you find 
your budget is a bit tighter 
due to a recession.”

SICK DAYS 

You’re feeling lousy — but lousy 
enough for a sick day? One 
pro weighs in on keeping 
your sickness to yourself

Busy may be the new black, 
but when it comes to heading 
into your busy workplace when 
you’re sick, you might want to 
rethink your style. 

“If you’re sick, the medical 
community would tell you to 
stay home,” said Dr. Matthew 
P. Muller, medical director of 
infection prevention and con¬ 
trol at Toronto’s St. Michael’s 
Hospital. “But people always 
feel pressured to go in.” 

Blame our society’s admira¬ 
tion of what Muller calls “pre¬ 
senteeism” — being at work 
even when you aren’t feeling 
well and are unable to concen¬ 
trate fully on work (because 
of illness or other reasons) is 
seen as a praise-worthy sign 
of dedication and ambition. 

But all bets are off when 
you’re sick. 

“When it comes to the 
workplace, staying away when 
you’re sick is a sign of respect 
for your colleagues, especially 
in the early phases when you’re 
more infectious and more like¬ 
ly to spread your illness to your 
colleagues,” Muller said. 

And there are two main 
ways that you might share 
your ill gift. The first is through

contact spread: You cough or 
sneeze into your hand, then 
shake hands with someone. 
Or, more indirectly, after that 
cough or sneeze, you touch 
a pole on a streetcar or the 
handle of the shared office 
coffee pot. The next person 
touches that same spot and 
then rubs their eyes or nose, 
Muller said. 

The second way cold and flu 
germs are spread is through 
respiratory droplets — you, or 
another sick person, coughs or 
sneezes and a droplet lands 
on your eyes, nose or mouth. 

This kind of transmission 


happens easily during flu sea¬ 
son in crowded environments, 
Muller said, such as on sub¬ 
ways, streetcars and in ele¬ 
vators. 

Still not convinced that 


home is the best place to be 
when you’re sick? Even if you 
think you can keep your germs 
to yourself, consider this — 
just how many sick days do 
you have? When you take your 


weary self to work day after 
day, besides potentially creat¬ 
ing more sick people, you also 
don’t give your body a chance 
to recover. 

“In general, often the fastest 


way for you to get better is to 
stay home, stay hydrated and 
get lots of rest,” Muller said. 

That’s a formula for a quick¬ 
er recovery — and a healthier 
workplace.

Q HOW TO WASH YOUR HANDS 


A clean 
fight 
against 
cold and 
sinuses 

One of the best ways to steer 
clear of colds and flu is to 
keep your hands clean. But 
is it better to sanitize your 
hands with soap and water 
or with an alcohol-based hand 
sanitizer? 

The answer is both — de¬ 
pending on the circumstances, 
said Dr. Matthew P. Muller, 
medical director of infection 
prevention and control at To¬ 
ronto’s St. Michael’s Hospital. 

In the health-care commun¬ 
ity, Muller said, there has been 
a push towards alcohol-based 
hand sanitizers for certain 


situations, and for soap-and- 
water cleaning for others. If 
your hands are visibly grimy 
with grease, dirt and debris, 
he said, soap and water are 
your best option for a thor¬ 
ough cleaning. Hand sani¬ 
tizer will likely not be up to 
the task. 

If, however, your hands look 
visibly clean, but you have 
been out in public, touching 
doorknobs, elevator buttons, 
shaking hands and so on, hand 
sanitizer is your friend. 

“Your hands may look 
clean, but that doesn’t mean 


they are germ free,” Muller 
said. 

Whatever the situation, 
Muller said that “washing your 
hands periodically throughout 
the day — before you eat, after 
using the washroom, after 
handling potentially contam¬ 
inated items, after coughing 
or sneezing — is a great way to 
keep yourself healthy and an 
altruistic way to keep others 
from getting sick.” 

Nowhere, he added, is germ 
free. 

“Even if you try to avoid 
it, germs are everywhere. So 


the common-sense approach 
is to keep your hands clean 
and avoid touching your face 
if you think your hand is con¬ 
taminated.” 

Muller added that for gener¬ 
al cleaning — in the absence of 
grease, dirt and debris — soap 
and water or hand sanitizer, 
used properly, work very well 
to clean and de-germ hands. 
But, in a pinch, during cold 
and flu season, it’s wise to 
keep a portable bottle of sani¬ 
tizer with you, simply because, 
as Muller said, “you can’t carry 
a sink around with you.” 


Got soap and water? Got 
sanitizer? Here is how to 
make a clean sweep: 

USING SOAP AND WATER 
According to the Mayo 
Clinic, the most effective 
way to wash with soap and 
water is to make sure you 
use plenty of soap and 
rub your hands vigorously 
for at least 20 seconds, 
making sure you cover all 
surfaces — including the 
backs of your hands, under 
rings and fingernails. Rinse 


well and dry completely 
with a disposable towel or 
air dryer. 

USING HAND SANITIZER 
Look for a product that is 
at least 60 per cent alco¬ 
hol, the Mayo Clinic said, 
and don't be stingy. Use 
enough sanitizer to com¬ 
pletely wet your hands 
and then rub your hands 
together — don't forget 
the backs and the webs of 
your fingers — until your 
hands are dry.

Subban flies in the 
face of ‘selfish’ tag 


P.K. Subban says hockey fans 
will discover he’s not the person 
many critics make him out to be 
and that his pledge of at least $10 
million for a children’s hospital 
should demonstrate his altruism. 

“When I hear things about 
me being a self¬ 
ish person or be¬

The hospital is calling the 
$10-million donation the largest 
philanthropic commitment ever 
made by a professional athlete 
in Canada. 

In recognition of the donation, 
the hospital officially inaugurat¬ 
ed the “Atrium 
P.K. Subban,” 
a 486-square- 
metre, three- 
storey public 
space located at 
the heart of the 
hospital’s new 
facilities. 

“It is really an 
amazing feeling 
to be here,” said 
Subban. 

“I am proud 
to walk in the 
footsteps of my 
idol Jean Be- 
liveau by giv¬ 
ing back to the 
community and 
feel privileged to be able to help 
transform the lives of sick chil¬ 
dren and their families.” 

Beliveau’s widow, Elise, joined 
Subban’s family at the news con¬ 
ference.

Canada was ranked 12th in the 
world heading into the 2007

Canada is a 66-1 underdog to 
upset the Irish, according to 
British bookmaker William Hill.

20 Namibia are ranked lower 
than Canada at the tournament. 

The rankings slide comes de¬ 
spite better Canadian coaching 


and facilities. Unfortunately, 
while Canada has progressed, 
other countries have done more. 

“We are only just hanging 
on and we’re going to get fur¬ 
ther behind unless we get some 
sort of professional en¬ 
vironment in North 
America, some profes¬ 
sional competition,” 
Canadian coach Kieran 
Crowley said.

“They’ve 
got seven 
professional 
clubs in Bucha¬ 
rest.

“Don’t get me wrong,” added 
Crowley, a former All Black who 
took over the Canadian side in 
2008. “There’s a hell of a lot of 
good stuff going on in Canada 
... but we’re not going to make 
the next step until we get that 
(pro) system going.” 

Crowley’s biggest fear is Can¬ 
ada will lose funding from World 
Rugby, the sport’s governing 
body, if it continues to fall in 
the rankings. 

In seven previous World Cups, 
Canada has only made it out of 
the first round once — in 1991 
when it was beaten 29-13 by 
New Zealand in the quarter¬ 
finals. 

Canada’s World Cup record 
is a combined 7-16-2.

Today he can take steps, with a special 
robotic exoskeleton.

CHAMPIONS LEAGUE 

Florenzi’s wonder goal frustrates Barca 


Alessandro Florenzi scored an 
incredible goal from more than 
65 yards as Roma held defending 
champion Barcelona to a 1-1 
draw in Group E of the Cham¬ 
pions League on Wednesday. 

There was also some question¬ 
able conduct from Luis Suarez 
in an entertaining match at the 
Stadio Olimpico. After an open¬ 
ing goal from Suarez, Florenzi’s 
equalizer came just after the 
half-hour mark. Two strides after 
dribbling past the centre line on 
the right flank, Florenzi saw goal¬ 
keeper Marc-Andre ter Stegen 
far out of his goal and launched 


a shot over the German’s head 
that went in off the post. 

Suarez, who gained notoriety 
for biting Italy’s Giorgio Chiellini 
at last year’s World Cup, later ap¬ 
peared to lack Roma goalkeeper 
Wojciech Szczesny in the chest 
after being denied by the Po¬ 
land international. Meanwhile in 
Group F Dinamo Zagreb swept 
to a surprising 2-1 victory over 
10-man Arsenal in the Cham¬ 
pions League on Wednesday as 
the Londoners’ made a dismal 
start to their campaign. 

Elsewhere, Chelsea eased to a 
4-0 victory over Maccabi Tel Aviv 


in its opening Group G match in 
the Champions League at Stam¬ 
ford Bridge on Wednesday. 

Willian put Chelsea ahead 
in the 15th with a crossed free 
kick which deceived goalkeeper 
Pedrag Rajlcovic. 

Oscar doubled the lead on 
the stroke of halftime, replacing 
Hazard on penalty duty and con¬ 
verting from the spot. 

Substitute Costa then settled 
the match in the 58th, brilliantly 
turning in a cross from Cesc Fab- 
regas, before Fabregas scored 
from close range on 78 minutes.
